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TO CATCH THE EYE 
One inescapable thing about life in any 
modern community is the sign that ad­ 
monishes or instructs. Signs tell us which 
direction to tak e, what areas to avoid; they 
offer words of caution and advice and 
warning. And a minor y et intriguing ques­ 
tion about them is the ex tent to which nice­ 
ties of grammar and sy ntax should be sac­ 
rificed for impact on the reader. 
As a case in point, consider the admoni­ 
tion that adorns trash bask ets in the streets 
of Edinburgh, Scotland. Not “Keep our 
streets clean.” Not “Throw it here” or 
“Don’t be a litterbug.” The Edinburgh 
trash bask ets say to passersby , “The amen­ 
ity of our streets is recommended to our 
care.” 
A rather different tack is tak en by one 
of the many admonitions on traffic safety 
in New York . A cat is depicted in the act 
of warning, “That light’s gonna change.” 
This so irk ed one citizen that she wrote a 
letter deploring the slovenly English as a 
bad ex ample for the y oung. 
And so it is, of course. But would any ­ 
one pay any attention if the sign noted in 
discreet lettering, “We wish to call y our 
attention to the fact that at any moment 
the adjacent traffic signal may display red 
rather than a green light?” In Edinburgh, 
perhaps—but in this country the signs have 
to be brief, and preferably a bit on the 
slangy side, or they go unheeded.

T1IE DOLLAR 
The first order of business alter the Election is 
the dollar. The Eisenhower Administration has 
not understood the nature ol money and got 
caught in a very tight squeeze when the London 
gold mark et ran gold up to $41 an ounce. The 
legal rate for the United States is $35 an ounce 
and therefore the rise on the London m ark et 
meant that there was a sudden purchase of gold 
as against American dollars. This rise could have 
readily , had it continued, reduced the value of 
the dollar tragically . 
The question still to be answered is, who was 
buy ing this gold? The first assumption was that 
Soviet Russia was manipulating the gold m ark et 
to force devaluation of the doilar—an act which 
can destroy the economy of the United States. 
But there is a k ind of hearsay which a k nowledge­ 
able person would believe as true, to accept it 
that American firms and American bank s were 
buy ing gold by international telephone to London, 
Zurich and Amsterdam as a runaway from the 
dollar. 
It is true that an individual is justified in pro­ 
tecting himself from economic collapse but it is 
fairly close to a betray al of the country to tak e 
any step at the present time to damage the dol­ 
lar which is suffering from had management. 
The campaign is Gvcfr and there is no value in 
covering up the danger that now’ ex ists to our 
currency . Earmark ed gold reserves are not to be 
counted as belonging to the United States unless 
the Treasury plans to put an embargo on gold; 
otherwise, the only gold reserves are what re­ 
mains to this country after the earmark ed gold 
is deducted. Therefore, the peril is that if meas­ 
ured realistically and conservatively , it is pos­ 
sible that we actually have no gold reserves left. 
The British have a reserve of more than $3,000,- 
000,000; the West Germans about $6,000,000,000; 
the Russians $9 ,8 00,000,000. If the United States 
cannot maintain a gold reserve sufficient to up­ 
hold the dollar as a hard currency , all Western 
currencies can collapse. This was one of the rea­ 
sons why the British came to our rescue between 
October 20-27. They could not let the American 
dollar go to pot. 
This is the Number One question that faces 
our government now. It is not sound to wait un­ 
til January 20 to do something about gold. Some­ 
thing needs to he done now ; otherwise, it will 
not be possible to avoid devaluing the dollar be­ 
cause the dollar will be without even the 25 per 
cent cold protection guaranteed hv law. 
Politicians, as a m atter of practice, wait until 
a crisis faces them and then they act. 
If they 
succeed in pulling their country out of a bad 
situation, they are heroes; if they fail, they are 
cursed. There is not too much time left 
to play 
with the dollar. The October 20th rise 
in gold 
w’as a signal. It was tik e a small coronary throm­ 
bosis which often precedes a big blow. If one 
tak es immediate steps, ho might avoid disaster. 
If not, the doctors and specialists have to bo 
called in and they are tough guy s. 
Those who have lived through inflations, as I 
have, can read the signs of the times. It is inter­ 
esting, for instance, to note that the people who 
live on margins, money speculators, stock -brok ers, 
arbitragers and such, are selling dollars and buy ­ 
ing gold if they can get any . If they cannot buy 
gold, thev buy Swiss francs or even pounds 
sterling to protect themselves. That is a bad si<zn 
for us and while the so-called ex perts give alibis 
for their failure of foresight, those of us who need 
to record events, must note what is happening. 
And what is happening is that the dollar's repu­ 
tation as a hard, strong currency is disappearing. 
When Senator Kennedy spok e, during the cam­ 
paign. about prestige, he failed to deal with the 
prestige of the dollar. There he had a real argu­ 
ment and one which could be substantiated. Now, 
he will have to deal with the problem of currency 
with the full responsibility of the Presidency . Un­ 
fortunately , few Americans are currency ex perts. 
Tt is a science which we seem to have missed. 
The British. Dutch and Swiss are very good at it. 
Somebody in the Iron Curtain countries seems 
to be good at it. The Chinese have been ex change 
ex perts for centuries. We have long trusted the 
I British to do our think ing on this subiect.

tion cf conservative Democrats 
and Republicans may have a 
I much firmer control in the new 
8 7 th Congress. 
The Republicans gained two 
Senate seats and 23 House scats, 
with four House races still un­ 
decided as this is written. 
Relative strengths of liberal 
and conservative blocs and h<>w 
they functioned in the last Con­ 
gress can be illustrated by roll 
call votes on the area redevelop­ 
ment legislation. 
In the Senate, 45 liberal Dem­ 
ocrats and four Republicans for 
a total of 49 voted for the Dem­ 
ocrat-sponsored 
bill, 
16 
con­ 
servative Democrats and 33 Re­ 
publicans for an equal 49 total 
voted against it. There were two 
senators not voting. 
Nex t y ear, with two more Re­ 
publican senators in Congress 
the conservatives will have a 
slight but troublesome advan­ 
tage. 
In the 
House, 179 Democrats 
and 23 Republicans for a total 
of 202 voted for the bill, 69 con­ 
servative 
Democrats

115 
Republicans for a total of 18 4 
voted against it. The grand to­ 
tal vote of 38 6 indicates 51 con­ 
gressmen not voting.

COPE — the AFL-CIO Com­ 
mittee on Political Education — 
didn’t do as well in the 19 60 
congressional election as in 19 58 
This y ear COPE endorsed 29 6 
candidates — five of them Re­ 
publicans — in the 437 House 
races. Of the 29 6 endorsed, only 
155 were elected, with four seats 
still undecided as this is written. 
This is a 52 per cent record of 
success. Two y ears ago 76 per 
cent of the COPE-endorsed can­ 
didates won. 
In the Senate, COPE endorsed 
23 candidates — two of them 
Republicans 
jn the 33 Senate 
races. Fourteen of the 23 en­ 
dorsed candidates won, for a 60 
per cent record of success. 
What this record indicates is 
that presidential candidate Ken­ 
nedy carried few if any House 
coaitail-riders to victory . 
This is just the opposite of 
President 
Eisenhow'er’s 
record 
when he was first elected in 
1952. In that election the Demo­ 
crats lost two Senate and 21

And by post-operative use of the drugs as soon as 
the danger of surgical bleeding had passed, the 
incidence of the complication could be reduced 
almost to the vanishing point. 
And the lessons to be learned from all this? 
If y ou have \aiicose veins or once suffered an 
attack of phlebitis, speak to y our doctor about 
getting a pair ol elastic stock ings to wear before 
and immediately after surgery or delivery ’. 
If y our doctor orders y ou out of bed soon after 
y our baby is born or just after an operation, he’s 
not inviting complications (as the old-fashioned 
might suspect), he’s acting in y our best interests. 
And if he puts y ou on anti-coagulants before 
or alter surgery or the birth of y our child, it is 
because he believes an ounce of prevention is 
worth a ton of cure.

Then came the depression of the 
19 30s, and it was a Democratic 
administration 
which

the Work s Progress Administra­ 
tion (W.P.A.), had an opportu­ 
nity to hand out relief funds by 
"leaf-rak ing” 
and other work 
schemes 
vhich 
poured money 
into 
the 
low-income 
groups 
Thereafter, 
in 
election 
after 
election, almost all of the Ne­ 
groes have stay ed on the Demo­ 
cratic side. 
The 
Republicans. 
however, 
saw a way to get back the 
Negro vote when the Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 
United 
States 
issued its historic "desegrega­ 
tion" decision in 19 54. Ignoring 
their chance among those whites 
who had been edging away from 
the Democratic party because of 
a fear of state socialism and the 
radical

While this 
cost the Republicans some votes 
in the South, it didn't seem to 
result in any gain for them in 
the North.

and local, were all-powerful ir 
influencing the vote. 
It is true that the Republi­ 
cans rolled up a relatively bi* 
vote in some of the Southerr 
states, but it is reported that 
those Negroes who are qualified 
to vote in the South stay ed foi 
the most part with the Demo­ 
cratic party .

Rock efeller that McHugh re­ 
tained a conflicting interest in the 
railroad after being appointed to 
the commission job. 
Elk ind ask ed the governor to 
order an investigation. He said the 
union was filing a petition with 
the commission for a re-hearing 
on the service reduction. If a re­ 
hearing 
is 
not 
granted. 
Elk ind 
said, the brotherhood will tak e the 
case to court. 
McHugh was an employ e of the 
railroad for 33 y ears and was its 
superintendent 
of 
transportation 
when he retired early this y ear. 
Before he retired, he took a com­ 
petitive civil service examination 
for the commission post and he 
topped the list. 
McHugh is now on vacation. As­ 
sociates on the commission said 
he resigned his New York Central

Because there is a time lag be­ 
tween voting approval of borrow­ 
ing and actually offering the tax- 
exempt securities to investors, the 
amount sold this year—in many 
cases issues previously approved 
—will be much higher than the 
approximately $.Y 2 billion so far 
voted in 1960, much of which may 
not hit the market until next year.

The state and local debt jumped
